According to the Fresno Her- 


‘ald, more than a little specula- 


tion has*been caused by the ap- 
parent failure of the Italian 
forces to render any considerable 
aid to the allied cause since 
Italy entered the war. 

The reasons that have been at- 
tributed to this Italian failure 
have béen many, but it seems 
that internal dissension, as view- 
ed in the recent cabinet crisis, 
has had’ as much to do with the 
poor showing as any other factor. 

Yesterday’s Associated Press 
dispatches carried the meager in- 
formation that King Emmanuel 
had signed a decree finally con- 
stituting the new Italian cabinet. 

Dispatches last weék” merely 
indicated ‘a crisis in the’ cabinet ; 
there was nothing said as to the 
reason for the spirit. 

It seems that the Italian trouble 
was brought about when the 
Salandra ministry was refused 4 
vote of confidence because it fail 
ed ‘during the war to admit the 
right of deputies elected by the 
people who are fighting to under- 
stand and co-operate in the strug. 
gie. 

The government has been with 
out a majority for months. And 
the only reason why a crisis has 
not arisen before was the unwill- 
ingness of the chamber to pro- 
voke one. 

The partially successful “Aus- 


_ trian offensive in Trentino might 
have had its effect in bringing] 


about the cabinet <crisis, but it is 
more likely.that it was simply one 


event in many that finally con-| 


vineed the deputies that the gov- 
ernment was not doing its part. 

Premier Salandra: has consist: 
ently refused to receive sugges: 
tions, or to explain conditions or 
measures. His has been @-¢om- 
plete dictatorship, as complete as 
those of olden times. He repeat- 
edly ignored the nationat fact 
‘that in time of war supreme au- 


‘thority rests with the chamber of 
* deputies. 


Thus, Salandra has been a sort 
of political reactionary such as 
have..been overthrown in the 
United States time and again. He 


réfused to recognize the right of |; 


the people. He knew only the 
self assumed power of the few, as 
opposed to the interests of the 
-mass. 

It is too seldom that the people 


assert themselves. ‘They are just 


learning their power in the burly 


“ kingdomis of Europe. In these 
_ United States they are using 


their power more than in any 


other country. That is ‘a pecul--

UNIVERSAL TRAINING 


The Spokane Spokesman-Re- 


‘view has taken a symposium of 


the noted Americans who have 
let it be known that they are in 
favor of universal training. 

The Record-Herald recalls that 
President Wilson told West Point 
graduates recently that militarism 
is a spirit, a point of view and a 


purpose. 
President Schurmann of Cor- 
nell puts it this way: ‘‘Even 


apart from its utility to the pub- 
lic in time of war, I am a firm 
believer in the intrinsic value of 


‘military training. It teaches the 


young man how to stand and 
‘walk and hold himself; it gives 
him vigorous out-of-door exercise 
so that gradually his chest ex- 
pands and all his muscles grow 
firm; it invres him to physical 
hardships; it disciplines him in 
orderliness, punctualities, accur- 
acy and altertness; it develops 
self-control as well as obedience 
to proper authority; it accustoms 
the individual to co-operation and 
team work.’’ 

General Leonard Wood sees in 
military training an important 
crime prevention move and Presi- 
dent Taft believes the compulsory 
service would be good for our 
democracy. 

And so on down the list. The 
number of converts to military 
training in this country grows 
with each day, until now it rep- 
resents a powerful public opinion. 


GERMAN VEGETARIANISM 


Germany is to have another 
Lenten season, longer than the 
regular one. The new food dicta 
tor, Herr von Batocki, has order- 
ed the nation to go without meat 
for eight weeks. The order ap 
plies only to the civilian popula- 
tion; it is recognized that the so). 


diers must have meat to sustain 


their fighting energy. The two 
months period of abstention is to 
be devoted to fattening the cattle, 
now lean from lack of provender 
because last year’s crops were 
‘bad. 

No matter how good the pastur- 

age may be, it isn’t likely that 
the meat supply will be plentiful 
when the slaughter of cattle be- 
gins again. All meat will con- 
tinne to be dispensed in limited 
‘and equal portions, growing 
steadily smaller. Perhaps never 
‘again, until peace comes will 
civilians be allowdd even as much 
‘as half a pound a week. The al- 
lowances of butter and fat, too, 
are Kkely to shrink more and 
more. 
Germany, the great meat-eating 
nation of Europe, is becoming a 
vegetarian nation. The change 
may do the people no great physi- 
eal harm, provided the supply of 
vegetables remains plentiful and 
the season’s grain crops are good. 
What effect the new diet may 
have on the German character is 
a different matter, affording an 
interesting field of speculation. 

It is an adage of anti-vegetar- 
ians that ‘‘those who live on a 
vegeterian diet think vegetarian 
thoughts.” They insist that meat 
contributes to strength of thought 
‘and ‘will; whereas ‘a diet re- 

eted to vegetables and grains 
thakes people bovine and un-
